Lindbergh to Aid U, S. 


WASHINGTON. -(/?}- Col. Charles 


A. Lindbergh, world's most famous 
flier, was called to the colors late 
Tuesday in a dramatic move to insure 
that the United States army shall have 
world leadership in the development 
of, war planes. 


A few days after expert witnesses 


had 
told congressional committees 


Germany was building better planes 
than the United States, the surprise 
announcement was issued by Secretary 
of War Woodring that Lindbergh, an 
Air Cori^s reserve officer, had gone 
on active duty and would make a sur- 
vey of American aviation research 
facilities for the Army Air Corps. 


The "lone eagle" reported Tuesday 


at the office of the chief of the Air 
Corps, Maj. Gen. Henry Arnold. He 
then departed on an inspection trip 
to research centers. Later -he will 
make a confidential report to General 
Arnold. 


Lindbergh has been in close touch, 


during his prolonged stay abroad, with 
the aeronautical accomplishments in 
Europe. In his cupicity as reserve 
colonel, and as a member of the Na- 
tional Adivsory Committee for Acro- 
anutics, he has kept officials here in 
touch with developments which came 
under his observations. 


Apart from Lindbergh's knowledge 


of planes, it was believed that Wood- 
ring was counting on his world re- 
nown to dramatize the reseaerch prob- 
lem and thereby facilitate action on it. 


Recently colleageucs of Lindbergh 


on the National Adivsory Committee, 
which is the • official body directing 
government aviation research, had tes- 
tified that Germany had gone ahead 
of the United States, largely because 
of the emphasis it placed on reseaerch. 


Subsequently, the house and senate 


voted an increase of $2,363,000 in Die 
funds for the rseaprch station at Lang- 
ley Field, Va., and yesterday the sen- 
ate voted 54,000,000 to start a new sta- 
tion at Sunnyvale, Cal.

Five gallons of whisky was 
taken at the still. The other ten gal- 
lons were taken from an automobile in 
which Cuntley, his son, and the negro 
Wyatt were riding. 


Sheriff Baker said the negroes would 


be turned over lo federal authorities. 


The sheriff also announced the ar- 


rest of Herman Tice, 20, while youth, 
in connection wilh Ihe Ihefl of an au- 
lomobile from Byers Brothers. The 
car, the sheriff said, was stolen from 
its parking place in front of Donald 
Moore's meat market.

So important is the trend that the 


House of Delegates of the American 
Medical Assoca itncieoiedd 
Medical Association decided in 1937 to 
make a study of the situation and to 
see what ought to be done in the way 
of protecting people under the cir- 
cumstances. 


The evils of these .drugs include the 


formation of habits and the fact that 
their poisonous effect tends to cumu- 
late in, some instances in the human 
body. They arc sometimes substitut- 
ed for alcoholic drinks in producing a 
strange form of intoxication. 


Apparently their use in attempts at 


suicide lias increased. Some of the 
sleep-producing drugs are found to be 
the basis of motor accidents. In the 
perpetration of .crime, they are em- 
ploycdtby criminals to lower the re- 
sistance of their victims. 


Now the investigation1 has been com- 


pleted, and some extraordinary facts 
and figures have become available. In 
the United States, apparently, our peo- 
ple take more than 810,000,000 doses a 
year of such preparations, which means 
more than 2,200,000 doses every day. 
Up to 1934, the details of 408 people 
from the-use of such drugs were re- 
corded in medical literature'. 


An analysis of figures available in 


hospital files revealed 1185 cases of 
poisoning with such drugs and 124 
deaths during the same period.'There 
were 139 cases of poisoning and 17 
deaths from the coal tar, pain-relieving 
drugs like acetanilid. 


In Germany where the barbituric 


acid derivatives are much more wide- 
ly used than in the United States, the 
percentage of suicides employing such 
drugs has been far greater than in the 
United States until'recent years. 


In the records of the census depart- 


ment and in the statistics of ttie vari- 
ous health departments, these deaths 
are usually classified as accidental 
deaths due to over-doses of sleeping 
powders or as accidental deaths by 


poisoning.

Only clean rsand should be used in 


making concrete. 'The following test 
received from Earl L. Arnold, Exten- 
sion agricultural engineer, University 
of Arkansas College' of Agriculture 
will readily tell if the sand will be 
satisfactory. 


Put exactly 2 inches of sand in a 


quart fruit jar. Fill the jar three- 
fourths full of clean water, close the 
lid tightly, and shake vigorously for 
about one minute. Then allow the jar 
to stand for two or three hours. If 
the sand is suitable for concrete, less 
than one-eighth inch of silt will have 
settled on top of the sand. If more 
than one-eighth ince of silt has settled, 
the sand should not be used unless i't 
is first washed, retested, and found 
to he clean.

Regulations for 
determining 1939 


normal cotton yields for individual 
farms liave been issued by the state 
office of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration. 


Every operator of a cotton farm will 


be given the opportunity to submit 
records of his farm's cotton produc- 
tion and all authentic records will be 
accepted. 
All identical farms with 


complete reliable records of produc- 
tion and AA acreage mea'surom'enls 
for the past five years will receive 
their average cotton yield. 


In determining normal cotton yields, 


farms are classified in three groups. 
The group in which the farm is clas- 
sified will depend upon the kind of 
record from which the annual cotton 
production .and acreage data are se- 
cured. 


The county committee with the as- 


sistance of the community committees, 
stall determine the normal yield of 
cotton for each farm for which a 193,9 
cotton acreage allotment was estab- 
lished. The yield will be determined 
for the farm as constituted in 1938 
except that if the farm has been re- 
constituted since 1938 and acreage al- 
lotment (s) has been redetermined 
for the reconstituted farm, the .yield 
will be determined lor the farm as ill 
it constituted in 1939, 


To aid committees in determining 


normal cotton yields under the 1939 
program, cotton farms shall b.e classi- 
fied in three groups as follows: 


Group 1 shall include all farms (a) 


-for which the cropland in the farm 
has been identical (the farm has not 
been sub-divided or combined with 
part or all of any other farm) through- 
out the entire five-year period 1934- 
1938, inclusive, (b) 'on which cotton 
was planted in each year of the per- 
iod 1934-1938, inclusive, and' (c) for 
which reliable records of the actual 
yield for each year of such period are 
presented by the farmer or are avail- 
able to the committee. Reliable rec- 
ords are authentic gin tickets' or sales 
receipts for production 
and

records of measurements for acreage 
The records of production for each 
year shall be carefully examined by 
the county committee and, if accept- 
ed as being reliable, shall be initialed 
by at least one member of the com- 
mittee and kept on file in the county 
office.

per cent of the total number of farms

Cancer arises when some cell or 


group of cells in some tissue be- 
gins to grow again in a disorderly 
fashion; this secondary growth does 
not respond to the laws that control 
normal cell development.

never function normally. 


Instead, the cancer cells force their 


dcstructvo way am'ong normal cells 
in te vicinity and later spread through 
the. bloodstream or lympathlc system 
to other parts of the body. Ultimate- 
ly they destroy some vital organ, and 
dcathr results.

What is the difference between a 
cancer and a tumor? 


"Tumor" is a general term used to 


describe 
abnormal 
bodily 
growths 


which produce lumps or swellings. 


Some tumors are called 'benign," 
aecause they do nof iivade or break 
down surouding tissues, or because 
their growth is relatively orderly pr 
limited: Other tumors are described 
as "malignant," because they sperad 
through the normal tissues and • de- 
stroy them. These are cancers. 


What Causes Cancer? 


The most common cause is chronic 
rritation; Prolonged exposures to high 
temperatures may cause cancer to 
develop on exposed parts of the body; 
chronic over-exposure to sunlight' may 
ead to cancer of the skin in "thin- 
skinned" persons; constant friction on 
a mole or wart, or of an old burn 
scar, may result in cancer at that point. 


Can you "Catch" Cnncer?: , ' 


No'. Cancer is not caused by a germ, 


and therefore is neither contagious 
nor infections. There is no medical 
record of a person "catching" cancer 
even from a member of his own fa'mily! 
nor of a. doctor or nurse getting cancer 
'rom a-patient; 


, • Is Cancer Heriditary? 
, 


Laboratory experiment with ..mice 
ndicate that susceptibility to. herited 
and developed by breeding, but most 
researchers doubt that cancer itself 
s passed down from parent to of- 
spring. In human beings, susceptibi- 
ity to cancer is probably inherited, 
;oo, but the manner of inheritance is 
so complicated that person whose par- 
ent have both had cancer is no more 
ikely, save in exceptional cases, to 
develop the disease than is another 
neither of whose parents had cancer.

susceptibility to the more common 
types of cnncer seems to increase with 
nge, tn 1936, the last year which cofn- 
plete figures are available, only 388 
children under five years of ago died 
of cancer in the U. S., while cancer 
denths among persons between the 
ages of 65 and 75 totaled 39,148. 


The explanations seems to be that 


as the body organs "wear out" they 
lose their power to resist any tendency 
toward the disorganized cell growth 
that is cancer. Among women for in- 
stance cancer of the uterus or womb 
and some types of cancer of the breast 
occure most frequently about the 
time of the 'change of life." 


Does Cancer Give Ally Ad-' 
vance Warning of Its Attack'?' 


These are some of the early signs 


of cancer: 1. A persistent lump, 'es- 
pecially in a woman's breast; 2. a 
sore that docs not head, particularly 
about the face, mouth or lips, 3. an 
unnatural bloodstained discharge from 
a natural body openings; -1. persistent 
indigestion; 5. sudden changes in size 
or color of moles or warts. 


While not more than 10 per cent to 


15 per cent of breast lumps, for 
instance, are cancer, it is only a 
careful laboratory test that a doctor 
can tell for sure whether a suspect- 
ed abnormal growth is cancer. And 
the following figures show the advant- 
age ot early diagnosis and 
treat-

Reputable physicians treat cancer 


only by (1) surgical removal of the 
malignant growth or 
(2) destruc- 


tion of the cancer cells by radi- 
tinn Ciocu X-rays or radium. Which 
of these treatments should be used, 
or what combination of them, de- 
pends on the type ancl location pf 
the cancer and on its stage of deve- 
lopment.
